Reconsideration of the Official Action dated April 8, 2003 is respectfully requested. 

REMARKS 

Claims 1-15 are pending for the Examiner's review and consideration. 

Rejection 1 

Claim 4 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, for the reasons set 
forth on page 2 of the Official Action, which asserts that the phrase "on-axis outlet in an 
axial end surface of the gas injector" is unclear. This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Claim 4 recites, inter alia, a gas injector including a plurality of gas outlets, 
wherein the gas outlets include a single on-axis outlet in an axial end surface of the gas 
injector. A single on-axis outlet located in an axial end surface of the injector is disclosed 
on page 6, lines 21-23 of the specification, which recites "gas outlets can include a center
